purging floutly, faid, Therc^ Miftrefs, is Gold for you. 
A Child 10. the Cradle havlog alfo tailed. of the Pye, was 
mucii ^dofed, and turned ks Mouth to and isgam^ and 
thus ihey continued for fbme Days, and thcu became 
welL Ail which was coofirmed to me by the Man and 
and Wife of the fiFi Houfe, where we then went to re- 
freii cor felves (they then keeping a Publick Houfej. 

Here it may be queried, whether the Yellow Colour 
theFlom^ers running in their Minds (which the earing of 
the Roots had now depraved) might not beget that Idea 
in them, to fancy moit things to be Gold, they alfo be- 
ins Yellow* 




VI Pjrt of a Letter fn^m Sit Kohctt Sibbald, 
to Dr. Sloane^ concerning fi^eral Stones mid'- 
ed by a Boj.^ Sec. 

His fame Month of fum^ a rare Cafe occur'd to 
me in the Perfon of a Boy, going in the Thir- 
teenth Year of his Age, Son to a Friend; this Boy had 
the Misfortune Four Weeks ago to fall backwards upon 
a Stone, sgainft which the hinder Part of his Head was 
ftruck with fuch Force^ that (as they who were thereby 
informed me) he lay the Fourth part of an Hour without 
Senfe, and the next Day vomited fome Blood » he felt 
a Pain and Weight in the hinder part of his Head and 
Neck, and loft Appetite. He concealed bis Cafe, and 
fo nothing was done for more than a Fortnight. After 
the Fall he went into the Country, and jQayed a few 

Days, 
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Days, and as he was coming back he had a frequent De- 
fire to Pifs, and lighted from the Horfe ftveral times, 
but could make no Urine ; he vomited in this time; the 
Suppreffion had continued Twenty Four Hours and 
more, when I came to vifit him. He had a great Pain 
in his Head^ a Pain in his Back and Groines, and in the 
Region of the Bladder, which was fwelfd, and he could 
nocfuffer ittobetouchU Icauled fome mild Oiureticks 
to be given to him pre(ently,anointed his Groines and the 
Regh Puiu with the ufual Ointment,and caafed a Glyfter 
to be injected J upon which, that Night he pailed firft 
fome Sand, and then (bme Urine by Spoonfuls. I can- 
ted him afterwards to be put in an half Bath of Appro- 
priate Simples : He was the Days following le£ Blood and 
Purged I and becaufe the Pain and Weight in his Head 
troubled him much, a Large Vefcatory was applied to 
th^ Nucha, which dilcharged much Humour from it. 
While this was a doing, he paft very much Sand of a 
Greyiftiand Whitilh Colour ; and after the firft Purge, 
began to paft Stones by the Yard!, of a confiderabie Big- 
nels, with Pain in the Back fbmetime before they fell 
down, then in the Groines, or along the Ureters,and raoft 
in the Right Side, yet fbmetimes in the Left alfo. He 
found the Yard much dilated while they paffed it^ and 
he had a fmartingPain then and while the Urine flowed; 
the Stones came in with the firft of the Urine : He got 
feveral Emulfions which had good Effe(9t. Some of rhe 
Stones were Round, fome Oval, fome of thefe Shapes 
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Some of avPy raiBicfal Fornij fomt Gabical, The Colours 
were different^ fome whitiili, fomebrowo, fome blewi% 
f irae bkck.or . of a dark Colour i the Coofiftence of a fandy 
Stone, and (bme looked like to Brick3, fooie in the tliick- 
nefs- the TenthPart of an Inch, fome the Twelfth part of 
it, fome half an Incli long j moft of them approached to 
a Triangular Form, He found a Weight in the Bladder 
when they tell dowoi and he told me, ha \¥as feofible 
they'eame down the Ureters. He leaped and ran fome- 
times to haften their Dcfcsnt. I was prefent when he pad 
One, and I heard it fall into the Urinal and faw it there | 
his Relations faw raoft of them when they were paft. 
Thefc Stems are not made up of (ei^era! Coats upon 
other (as many confirmed Stones are) hut look like 
Bricks, and may eafily be mouldred to Powder. In a 
Fortnights time lie hath paft above Threeicore of them 
by the Yard. 

Since my writing this, the Boy (who is but going 
Thirteen Years (as his Parents fay) hath paflcd feveral 
Triangular Stones, foone thicker than the Sixch part of 
an loch J and upon the xoth and ziih Inftant he hath 
pafled Three by the Fundament, Two of them Triangu- 
lar pretty big, and One as big as a little Plum.b, but of 
the Shape of a Pear, of the fame fandy Coofiftence as 
the former, and of a Greyiili Colour. ^ He hath paft none 
by the Yard fince he paft thefe the other way. 

I was inquifitive about his Diet, and was told by his 
Parents, that for (bme Years that th^ey lived near to the 
Shoar of the Firth of Forth, the B6y ran ofren after the 
Women that catched- the Sand Eds (^Ammodiies) and 
brought Home his Pockers fail of them, which often- 
times he boiled without taking Pains (as he ought) to 
free them oi the Sand that ftuck to them. This, with 
the Gludnoos Juice of that. Fifh^ and the Sand mixed 

with 
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with the Bread, and other Aliments he ufed, hath fur 
niftied abundant Matter for thefe Stones, it is like (fince 
he never had anySymptome of this before the Fail he 
got of late) the Hurt in the Hinder Part of the Head 
might have occafioned fome Torpof in the Nerves, Co 
that the FilriU(e in the Kidneys could not ad: fo vigo- 
roufly (as need was) in the Separation and Expulfioo of 
the Sand; and thus it came to gather and form into 
Stones. He continueth paffing daily feverai of them 
with great Quantities of Sand, notwithdanding the ufii- 
al Remedies are continued. This is a Specimen of the 
Art of Nature and her Mechanifiii, in giving fuch vari- 
ous Shapes to thefe Stones, by dired:ing the Matter fo 
reg;ularly to fuch Forms. I Ihall give you fome Cafes 
which fhew her Power in difTolving Stones, when coated 
and of a more united Texture. 

The Firft occur'd in a Worthy Friend of mine, a Re- 
verend Divine now above the Seventieth Year of his Age. 
He, after he hath thefe Ten Years paft fuffered much 
from a confirmed Stone he hath in his Bladder, fince the 
begtriniogof this laft Winter he hath pailcd a vail Num- 
ber of Slices of feveral Figures, many of them cornered 
and pointed, much of the thicknefs of a Shilling Sterling, 
white within and fmopth, but without of a dark Colour, 
with Pain, and fometimesa Suppreffion of Urine for fe- 
veral Hours precedeth them J he maketh ufe of the ufu- 
al Remedies; in the Intervals he hath tolerable good 
Health. I was told by an expert Phyficiao, a Friend of 
mine, of Two Patients oT his, the One yet alive, who 
iditx paffing an incredible. Number of thefe Slices, is now 
io perfcd: Health, and free of that Difeafc, The other^ 
wiio di.;d long ago, after paffing for a long time fuch 
SiiceSj, became free of the Difeaie, and when his Body 
was opened at his Death, no Stone nor Slices were found 
in his Bladder. So even in this obftinate Difcafe^ iome- 
times l^atura efiMeMcatrix. VIL
